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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claim 2, the^isclosure on page 8 of a laser energy per pulse "of the order of 10 J/pulse" would not 
provide support for a pulse energy of "at least 1 0"*J per pulse. In claims 5 and 1 6, the disclosure at lines 5 and 6 on page 8 of the 
specification of a pulse length of "one nanosecond or shorter" wo^ld not provide support for a pulse length "at least 0.1 nanoseconds". 
Regarding claim 1 1 , the disclosure of a temperature of about 3flteK in line 28 on page 15 would not provide support for the step of cooling 
to a temperature no higher than 300*K, since the disclosure on page 15 relates to the production of hydrazine, rather than to the cooling 
step.. 
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
